But when the pulpit 
he ministerial office are enlisted 
hat is essentially a political cam- 
ign it can only be at a loss to tiat 
sanctity which is the great strength 
the pulpit and of the ministerial 
ce in dealing. with matters of 
faith and morals which belongs not 
pulpit or to the minister but 
cause Which both exists or 

exist to serve. 

As citizens the Protestant minis- 
ers of Edmonton have every right 
nd duty and responsibility ef citi- 
zel No one has ever thought to 
debar them from the exercise of 
thosc rights, duties or responsibil- 

es, political or otherwise. If the 
government’s policy on provincial
